I am currently an employee of Bull CP8 (hereinafter 
"Bull") of France which is an assignee of the U.S. Patent 
Application No. 09/552,115 together with NDS Ltd. of the U.K. 
I have been employed by Bull for the past 10 years, and I am 
currently the Head of Cryptographic Department in the Personal 
Transaction Systems Division, a position I have held since 
1991 . 

In September 1997, I gave one and only one presentation 
at the Dagstuhl Workshop on Cryptography (hereinafter "the 
presentation") in which I described an algorithm for 
signatures that I named "Oil and Vinegar" .

on Cryptography in September 1997". Further in the 
specification of the U.S. Patent Application No. 09/552,115, 
at page 26, item 9 is mentioned as, "J. Patarin, The Oil and 
Vinegar Signature Scheme , presented at the Dagstuhl Workshop 
on Cryptography, September 1997 (transparencies) " . 

The latter confirms that the publications titled "The Oil 
and Vinegar Signature Scheme" in the Supplemental Information 
Disclosure Statement and the specification of the U.S. Patent 
Application No. 09/552,115 fully correspond to the 
transparencies of the presentation.
